lield tho tort while Ihoir own Amer- 
ican ormEuncnla wero prepared." 

Churchill urged commons mem- 
bers lo exercise the utnic^t restraint

HOW WELL WILL IT WORK? 
It may have oeemed odd to many Ameri- 
cana that the new British governmenl'B pro- 
■ posed domestic rclorms wero announced by 
a man who Is not even an offJcIat member of 
that government. 

But cs chairman of the Labor party's na- 
tional executive commltteo, Prot. Harold 
Laslcl's importance exceeds that of the na- 
tional committee chairmen o[ American po- 
litical parties. He la not merely a boss of po- 
litical campaigns- He is one of the new gov- 
ernment's leading phllosophers- 
, Hence, when he outlined the plan to na- 
tionalize successively the Bank of England, 
the coal mines, inland transportation and the 
Iron and steel industries, one could ffe cer- 
tain that ho has hntt a major part in planning 
that program, and that his counsel will bo 
Bought in carrying U out. 

But Professor Lasbl is still not in the gov- 
ernment. It will be up to the members of that 
government to answer to the British people 
for the workability of their now program. 
They must prove not only that they are "pre- 
pared to give the little man ... all the pro- 
gressive chance that he requires." They must 
also prove that political monopoly is bettor 
than prlvato monopoly, and that public en- 
terprise is more Just, profitable and produc- 
tive than private enterprise. 

And It wlU be up to the new government to 
take responsibility for the timing and extent 
of the reforms. However desirable these forms 
may be — and the majority of Britona obvi- 
ously want them— they must be done right. 

Like It or not, the source of much prewar 
British wealth and many prewar British Jobs 
lay overseas. That source has been dried up 
and replaced by overseas debts greater than 
the I original Investments. As a result, the 
Island heart and nerve center of the British 
empire Is In a precarious financial position. 

Added problems, of course, are the wide- 
spread destruction of industrial and business 
Installations and prlvato dwellings and bur- 
densome taxes. These must be wrestled with 
and solved without undue experimentation 
or intemperate public spending. 

The new I^abor government has a great 
opportunity as well as a dlscouraglngly dif- 
ficult tast. But its great challenge Is the same 
one that the Conaervatives would have faced: 
not how good la your philosophy, but how well

TOJO AND PEACE 
Many Americana may have shuddered with 
repugnantio when they discovered tho name 
of Hldeld ToJo among tho list ol Uioae Em- 
peror Hlrohlto reportedly has appointed on a 
"peace committee' to "save Japan from 
death." 

True, tho reports were not clear as to tho 
duties tho emperor had in mind for such a 
committee. Obvloiialy, however, auch a group 
would bo Intended to play an important part 
in guiding tho Japs back toward tho patha 
ol peace. And it might be that Hlrohlto in- 
tended that the group represent him and 
Japan In poaca negotlatlona 

However, it is no more conceivable to tho 
Americana that ToJo might be tolerated in 
»ny Important postwar role than it would 
have been lor Hitler or Mussolini to have 
been accepted In a aimllar position In Europe. 

Tojo waa tha No. 1 American-hater In Ja- 
pan. No one In the entire empire more per- 
fectly personifies all that Is worst in tho mili- 
taristic Japanese warlord. Seven weeks after 
he waa named premier, tho attack on Pearl 
Harbor occurred. As premier, no one could 
be more guilty than he of the crimes repre- 
sented by the sneak attack, Bataan Corre-
